\ “The Interested Diplomatic Re-' 
presentutives are thus warranted 
in expecting on the part’ of -the 
Chinese Authorities the ° obser- 
vance of the,aame rule of conduc, 
and they look to the heads of the

Many Punishments. 


Mr, Holmes in opening for the 
Crown, referred to the punishments 
which could be” appplied to the 
offence, ‘and remarked that the 
punishments for manslaughter pro- 
bably hud a greater range than for 
any other offence. ‘They ranged from 
the smallest possible fine to im- 
prisonment for life, and it was pos- 
sible for the’ jury to make recom- 
mendations if they wished to “do 
80, 

The father,. Mr. Holmes con- 
tinued, whose name was Fu: Fai- 
cheuk, who was more than sixty 
years of-age had three song, 
the prisoner being one of them. 
There had been some dispute be- 
tween father and sons with regard 
to-money, and the matter was taker 
before the District Omicér, who de- 
cided that each | gon should pay. $2 
monthly to ‘their father. 


Son Struck. 


On the morning of December 
11th, last year, the father went to 
see the prisoner, und asked for 
payment of his $2, but the latter 
said he had no money. The father 
went away. and returned again at 
about cight o'clock in the evening, 
and again asked for payment. Ap- 


parently the prisoner’ wanted his]. 


father to wait, byt he refused to do 
go, and they started to quarrel. 
The father struck his son on the 
head, felling him ‘to the ground, 
with .an. iron .pipe which - he, 
was carrying. The son regain- 
ed his feet, however, and the 
quarrel continued. “The _ pri- 
soner then picked up a chopper, 
which was lying on a table nearby, 
and, according to the case for:the 
Crown, ‘struck his father on his 
left hand. The blow caused a 
wound about three and a half inches 
long, und fractured three » bones 
between the wrist.and the fingers, 

A report was made to’ Castle 
Peak Police Station, both by’ the 
accused and another man, with the 
result that a Chinese detective was, 
sent to the house, who saw the old 

man sitting down with his hand 
évounded. 


Treatment Refused. 


The father refused to go to los- 
pital at first, but on December 14th, 
three days Jater, he agreed -to. visit 
the Kowloon Hospital, where it 


was recommended that His arm be | _ 


amputated, aa the wound was sep- 
tic. He refused to consent, how- 
ever, but on January 4th, the opera- 
tion was performed, and on Jan- 
uary Gth he died. 

Jn. order. to save the jury un- 
necessary anxiety over the case, 
Mr. Holmes added that his Lord- 
ship would direct them on the 
points as to whether the first blow 
was struck by the father, whether 
he at flrat refused to go to hospital,

GROWTH OF INFLUENCE. 


“London, Feb, 24. 

- Speaking at oa mecting of the 
~eague of Nations’ Parliamentary 
Committee, held at the Hotise of 
Commons, Sir Erie Drummond, re- 
ferring to Asia said that an en- 
coutagings sign ayas-the remark- 
able growth of the League in- 
fluence in Japan. . 

As regards China, the Peking 
Government had always’ favoured 
the League, but the Canton Gov- 
ernment was, apparently, awaiting 
events and up to. the’ present at 
least it had not declared: itself 
hostile to the League.. There was, 
little. ground for entertaining in- 
creased hopes of the United States 
actually joining the League, but 
there had been a marked develop- 
Ment in the « cordiality of the rela-, 
tions between the American State 
Department and the League, ‘while 
Congress had yoted appropriations 
for American delegates at three 
conferences. Further, - Americans 
‘had. fully co-operated jin ‘suely- 
League Activities as Health Or- 
ganisation, the Opium" Committee 
and the Children’s Committees 
British Wirelcas.

DESERTERS. 
COMRADES LOSE LIVES. 
“The adventures of four Euro- 
pena who deserted from the 
French Foreign Legion and made 
an extremely hazardous’ journey 
through China, ‘after escaping 
over.» the 'Tonkin-Yunnanese 
fronticr, were -related “dt the 
Central Mugtstracy, before Major 
C. Willson this morning. ; 
Wearing the picturesque bit 
tattered .uniform..of the Legion 
Etrangere, two of these adven- 
durers who. managed to ‘sur- 
vive the ordea]. whereas two 
others of their numbers -paid 


for the escapade with theiy: lives; 
looked completely dejected. 


Desertion Admitted. oe 


The two Legionnaires, who ap- 
peared in the dock on charges of 
varrancy and being without visible 
means of subsistence, were Fran- 
cis Stuhkoviak, 28, a Pole, and, 
Serge Kovahl, 23,a.Roumanian. In 
reply to the charge, they made.a 
long statement, in the course_oef 
which they admitted that they had 
deserted from a Company of the 
Foreign Legion, which is now 
statloned in a border, district In 
Tonkin, tos 

“In the case of the Pole, he 
stated that he had served through 
the Great War, being early on 
captured when the town of Kalish, 
in Poland, fell into German hands. 


He was taken prisoner of -war in |- ~ 


jvtd, and removed to a German 
prison camp. - He was later 
put to work in a coal mine in 
Westphalia, being continuously 
thus employed until the signing of 
the Armistice in 1918. 


Given Two Options. 


‘On release, he joined the 9th 
Infantry Regiment of the Polish 
Army, and was demobilised in 
1919. He theh went-to France, be-| 
ing enrolled as a-member . of a 
Labour Corps, and worked first in 
a coal-rhine and then on a farm, 
until forced out of employment. 

He eventually came tto Paris, 
and was arrested as a destitute 
by the French police who gave 
him the choice of two options— 
either going to gaol or joining the 
Legion. 
and, having signed on for, five 
years, was sent to Barbary.’ He 
fought -against the Moors 
Algeria and Morocco, a3 a Foreig’t 
Legioner, and eventually’ was 
transferred, with his Company, to 
French Indo-China and employed 
on road construction, we prison- 
ers. 

Not "king the work, he made 
two unsuccessful attempts . to 
desert, and, on being recaptured, 
on each’ occasion was given, 
harder work and longer service. 

The third attempt to escape mot. 
with success. With three ‘ othe: 
comrades of the First, Legion, he 
concerted a plan, and in the middle 
of the night, on the 11th of-Janu- 
ary Inst, they escaped from Cao- 
bang, thelr object being to eventu- 
ally escape into Chinese territory, 


Killed .by Tiger. 


Such was the hazardous charac- 
ter of the hilly country which they” 
traversed, that before the initial 
stage “of the journey had been 
completed they “were attacked ‘by 


‘lu tiger, and one of the futivies, 


also a Pole, was fatally-mauled. 
The other three" eventually 
‘escaped. over the..frontier... 
Kwangs!, and for a number of 
weeks were forced to - subsist 


“fat times solely on leaves and wild 


fruit, avoiding contact with sol- 
diers and bandits. At other times, 
kindly-disposed villagers. gave 
them food. : i 


Another Drowned, 


Eventually the party reached 
Wuchow, where they obtained ra- 
lief from merchants, who also,pro- 
vided their passage down the 
West River to Canton, At this |. 
stage of the: journey, another ad-

The‘ case “ wgninat . a- Chinese of 

unlawful possession", of a. junk, 
knowing-it to have: been stolen, 
was. concluded before ‘Mr, J, 
R. Wood, acting Chief Justice, at 
the Criminal -Sessions: yesterday. 
' Mr Somerset Fitzroy submitted 
that under sub-section two, section 
80 of the Larceny. Ordinance there 
was no caso to go to tho jury. 
This section said: “For the purpose 
of this sectfon property shall. be 
deemed to have been stolen where 
it has been taken, extorted, ' ob- 
tained, embezzled, convertad or dis- 
posed, of in uch circumstances 
that, if tho act had bean committed 
in the Colony, the person commit- 
ting it would have been guilty of 
an indictable offence according (o 
the law for the time being in force 
in the Colony.” 

Continuing,:: Mr. Fitzroy itsaid 
that the reason the prisoner said 
nothing ‘about the vase when he 
arrived'in Hongkong was because 
the Chinese authorities’ concerned 
in the provention of salt smpg- 
gling had already. imposed a fine— 
a reasonable fine. If the man had’ 
guilty knowledge it would ‘be -rea- 
sonable that he should keep away 
from British territory, but he did 
not. He went to Cheung Chau 
and said openly “This js my boat."

He also applicd for a trading 
licence and this was granted, al- 
though he sailed nway before the 
numbers had been painted on the 
junk.” When. first questioned by 


liberate lie do explain his posses- 
sion” of the junk.

‘there was merely the opinion ex-f 


pressed by the Judge without the 
matter being fully argued. 


Defendant Dischargeds. of 


“He submitted that. the section of 
the Ordinance ‘was intended . te . 
avoid the difficulty of origin of 
offence and apply the test of Eng- 
lish law to the circumstances under : 
which it wag proved the property 
was taken. 

The Attorney General asked why 
the defendant had. not picnuht 
evidence of sale. Why did he not 
bring a man who would gay “I am 
an‘ official of the Chinese Govern- 
meni and seized"this. junk because 
of smuggling and then sold it per- 
fectly legitimately?” * 

The acting Chief Justice said the 
;real point was whether the -pro- 
secution ‘had proved any theft in 
China. He found there’ was no 
evidence of theft and directed the 
jury to bring ina verdict of “Not 
Guilty.” 

- The jury did ‘0 and the defen- 
dant was discharged.’

“Without, retiring, the jury 
brought in a. unanimous verdict of
